Calling for more unity between townspeople 
: and those involved in government here, Mayor 
yi Christopher G. Johnson issued his annual ‘‘State- 
ee Of-The-Town” address before a joint session of 
Town Council and the School Committee Tuesday 
night at the Agawam Middle School. 

The speech was aired live on Continental 
\ Cable’s Community Access Channel 5. 
Pit in a much anticipated portion of his speech, 
rah Johnson said he would not. seek a reorganization 
plan for the town’s 20 department heads. This has 
been a controversial and widely-publicized issue 
during parts of Johnson’s four years as Mayor. 

Johnson and some members of the council bat- 
tled over and over last year about who would in- 
itiate and guide a reorganization plan. Johnson 
had said that a consolidation of town depart- 
ments would improve efficiency by reducing the 
Maveles “span of control” over the department 
eads.

Johnson said the continuity at Town Hall over 
bat ca the years has been created by the 20 department 
heads, and not by a revolving door of former town 
managers. 

Johnson began his speech by positively identi- 
fying the strong civic and volunteer commitment 
, in Agawam through a large menu of clubs and 





organzations cooperatively working with town 
government. 

He cited such events in 1992 as the dedication 
of the Robinson School library, Founder’s Day at 
Heritage Hall, dedication of the Anne Sullivan

dedication at James Clark School, new veteran's 

1 gazebo in Agawam Center, and the Mid-Winter’s 

Night on New Year's Eve as examples of 
Agawam’s civic health. 

Johnson said the purchase of the new Project 
DARE car for the Agawam Police Department was 
an example of the cooperation between local 
business and town government. B&D Petroleum, 
owners of the Citgo Service Station on Suffield 
Street, sponsored a fundraising campaign during 
4992 that led to the purchase of the new Ford 
Thunder-Bird for the town’s anti-substance abuse 
ed program.

Education A Priority 

Johnson again promised that educating the 
town’s children will be the number one priority. 

He noted that the School Budget in 1993 in- 
creased by $725,000 while the town’s portion of 
the budget decreased by $350,000 

With educational reform on the horizon, 
Johnson said, teachers in the classroom will be 
further challenged to educate the growing popula- 
tion of schoolchildren in Agawam. 

Johnson became chairman of the School Com- 
mittee beginning in January 1992. He called the 
experience enlightening, and praised the efforts 
of school administration, staff, and fellow-School 
Committee members for their devotion to educa- 


tion. 

He said the fiscal 1994 budget would be lean. 
He said that his two major priorities, delivery of 
service to townspeople and maintaning town jobs 
would be addressed in the budget. 

Johnson warned that keeping a close watch on 
town spending again would be critical. He cited 
sluggish tax collections due to a struggling 
economy as well as the dwindling of state and 
federal financial support: as reasons to remain 
conservative and prudent when dealing with the 
town’s finances. 

He said that through the efforts of resident An- 
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drew Campbell, owner of Campbell Management 
Services in Feeding Hills, the town was able to 
save $700,000 in insurance costs with improve- 
ment in overall insurance coverage. 

Without this savings in fiscal 1993, Johnson 
noted, the town may have been unable to increase 
the Schoo! Budget as well as avoid layoffs and 
cuts in municipal services. 

Favorable Business Growth 

Johnson pointed to favorable business growth 
in fiscal 1993 as an indication that the region is 
slowly leaving the deep New England recession 
behind. He said the new Super Stop & Shop in 
Feeding Hills Center and the construction of a 
nursing home on Suffield Street would create 
about 500 full and part-time jobs here. He said the 
combined construction costs for these two pro- 
jects were estimated at $10 million. 

Johnson said the town would continue to ad- 
dress the completion of the Route 57 Phase | con- 
struction as well as push for the timely construc- 
tion of Route 57 Phase Il. 

He also noted that reconstruction of the Mill 
Street intersections and of South Westfield Street 
would be of vital importance to the town. 

Concerning capital improvements, Johnson 
said the need for additions to the town’s schools 
is a priority. He again mentioned such projects as 
anew garage for the Department of Public Works, 
a new Town Hall, and expansion of the town’s 
library and Senior Center.

Although the school nurse debate will continue 
to rage, we as a community should see what 
measures we can take to assure our children’s 
safety. 

_| propose standards for the staff of our schools 
similar to those that childcare workers are re- 
quired to follow. If your child attends any daycare 
program, whether it is family daycare or a group 
daycare center, the staff (as of 5-14-93) must hold

a certificate in first aid and CPR for children. We 
should expect no less when our children enter the 
public school system. 

lt would be helpful for at least one lunch room 
attendant to know CPR and the proper method of 
treatment for a choking child. The cafeteria staff 
should all know the signs of choking, and be able 
to administer immediate care for a child in such 
distress. 

One teacher for each five classrooms, the 
school principal, and any special needs teachers 
should also hold a certificate for first aid and 
child CPR. 

The ideal, of course, would be that all staff be 
knowledgeable and complete the required 
courses, and be updated every three years for first 
aid, and every year for CPR. That may be a dream 
with no chance of reality. ' 

Even if we do win the battle to get a nurse into 
each school during the full school day, | would 
still like to see more staff trained in what to do in 
case of an emergency. 

lf all of the staff can provide basic and im- 
mediate care and document any and every inci- 
dent requiring such, maybe the school committee 
will have the proof that full-time nurses provide an 
important service—the safety and health of our 
children! 

That should be the only concern.

This would better insure that the whole area be 
covered so as to restore what DePalma drained 
(three witnesses) working one whole week at 
night and very early on two Sunday mornings 
when the Army Corps’ cease and desist order was 
in force. 

(b) | am not sure that the “cease and desist” is 
not still in force and am trying to get in touch with 
Bob Maab of the U.S.A.C.E. who conducted the 
first inspection. He used to work at one time or 
North Westfield Street and knows the situation.

Home Fires!!! 


If you have ever seen a TV news report of a 
home fire, you realize how powerful and destruc- 
tive fires can be. 

According to the National Safety Council, home 
fires resulted in approximately 3,500 deaths in 
1990. 

Heating equipment is the single greatest cause 
of home fires. As the temperature drops this 
winter, make sure you take care to prevent 
heating fires. 

The National Safety Council believes the key to 
preventing fires is awareness. You can decrease 
the chances of a home fire by eliminating poten- 
tial heating hazards. 

If you have central heating, the best way to 
keep the system operating safely is to check it an- 
nually and clean the filters regularly. 

Portable or stand-alone heaters have even 
greater potential to start a fire. Keep a three-foot 
clearance between floor heaters and walls or any 
other objects. Follow the owner's manuals 
carefully. : 

Use only K-1 water-clear kerosene for heaters. 
Be sure the heater is the proper size for the room 
you want to heat. Never move a heater or add fuel 
when it is on or hot. 

If your portable heater is electric, be sure it has 
a UL (Underwriter’s Laboratory) or CSA (Canadian 
Standards Association) mark and use the heater 
in dry areas only. 

Fireplaces need a screen covering the entire 
opening to catch sparks. Be especially careful not 
to let clothing get too near a flame or hot surface. 

A wood, coal or solid fuel heater should be 
checked annually for fire hazards and carbon 
monoxide leakage. Clean the stove, flue and 
chimney connector at least once a year to reduce 
creosote buildup. 

Even though you may not be trained to fight 
fires, taking steps to prevent them can insure you 
are warm and safe this winter.

WATER ... Once all leaks are fixed, the largest 
water-waster is the toilet. At about six gallons per 
flush, a lot of good water, and dollars, go down 
the drain. Low-flush toilets only use about 1.6 
gallons, but there are other ways to save water 
without replacing the fixture.

Weekly Tax Tips From IRS 


Should You Itemize? 


Continuing tax changes make it possible for 
many taxpayers to file the simpler 1040A and 
1040EZ forms. However, there will be millions of 
taxpayers who will find it to their advantage to 
itemize deductions on the 1040 form. 

Generally, you will benefit from itemizing 
deductions if, during the year, you paid interest 
and taxes on a home you own, or had unusually 
large uninsured medical and dental expenses, or 
made large contributions to qualified charities, or 
had major uninsured casualty losses. Even some 
employee business expenses are allowed. 

To itemize your deductions, you must file Form 
4040 and fill in Schedule A (Form 1040). Schedule 
A provides space for listing deductible medical 
and dental expenses, charitable contributions, 
taxes, interest paid, casualty or theft losses, and 
miscellaneous items such as union dues or 
business-related educational expenses. 

Those who can’t itemize can still use Form 1040 
to claim other items, such as the penalty on early 
withdrawals of savings. 

Records of your deductible items should be 
kept, including canceled checks and receipts. 
This will verify your expenses if the IRS examines 
your return. It will also help you determine 
whether your itemized deductions are greater 
than the standardized deduction—the basic 
deduction allowed for non-itemizers.

Refunds Forwarded 
After Address Change 


When you move, avoid delays in getting your 
tax refund. Include the IRS and your old post of- 
fice on your list of those to notify of your address 
change. 

By giving your new address to the post office 
Seivlein your old address, your tax refund check 
can be forwarded to you. Changing your address 
with the IRS not only helps to get your refund 
delivered to you, it also helps to ensure that you 
will receive other important IRS correspondence. 

Bills or notices of tax deficiency sent to your 
last known address are legally effective, even if 
you never receive them. 

If you have not yet filed your 1992 federal in- 
come tax return and have moved since you filed 
last year’s return, correct the address on the peel- 
off label of your new tax package. Attach it to your 
return before you mail it. The IRS will update your 
records when the return is processed. 

To correct your address with the IRS after you 
have filed, write to the IRS service center (listed in 
the tax package) where you filed your last return, 
or to the Chief, Taxpayer Service Division, in your 
Cen IRS district office (check your local direc- 
tory). 

The IRS.needs your full name and any prior 
name(s), signature, old and new addresses, and 
your social security number to process the 
change of address. Filers of joint returns should 
provide this information for both spouses. 

IRS Form 8822, “Change of Address,” can be 
completed and mailed instead. If needed, call 
4-800-829-3676 to order it.

Earl the Pearl 


The sandwich was invented, as you probably 
already know, by the Earl of Sandwich, an avid 
48th century gambler. Maybe too engrossed in 
cards to dine formally, he instead preferred the 
“sandwich.” He’d be amazed to see how well his 
invention thrives in this country. We are a nation 
of sandwich lovers. 

My deadbeat sandwich philosophy sometimes 
centers around the belief that as long as there are 
two slices of bread and something edible between 
them, that a sandwich has been created. With a 
piece of fruit, it all constitutes a lunch. And you 
better like it or else. 

| held on to this delusion until | realized that my 
daughter didn’t bring her lunches to school and 
my husband would take the fruit from the lunch 
bag and sneak it back into the fruit bowl (his ver- 
sion of recycling). It always did seem to last a long 
time. 

What finally made me rethink lunches was the 
discovery that sometimes his lunch was sup- 
plemented with (or at times replaced by, | suspect) 
a bag of potato chips. It makes me shiver. 

With a little thought and planning ahead, mak- 
ing really good lunches Is within everyone’s 
grasp. The following recipe from Pillsbury’s 
Classic Cookbook: Breakfast, Brunches & Lunches is 
a light version of an old standby. 


LIGHT EGG SALAD SANDWICHES 
2 eggs, hard-cooked and chopped 
2 egg whites, hard-cooked and chopped 
Ye cup chopped green bell pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped red onion 
Ys cup reduced calorie mayonnaise or salad 
dressing 
Y2 teaspoon dried tarragon leaves 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
Cucumber slices 
Lettuce leaves 


In a medium bowl, combine all ingredients ex- 
cept bread, cucumber slices, and lettuce; mix 
well. Cover and refrigerate at least one hour to 
blend flavors. 
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To serve, place about % cup egg salad on each 
of four slices of bread; top with cucumber slices, 
lettuce, and remaining bread slices. You might 
prefer to add some black or cayenne pepper to 
spice this up. 

Another favorite choice for lunches is chicken 
salad. If the filling is mixed the night before, it’s a 
good way to put sandwiches together quickly ear- 
ly the next morning. This recipe will please even 
the fussiest of eaters. 


CHICKEN SALAD BAGEL SANDWICHES 
1% cups chopped cooked chicken or turkey 
Y2 cup mayonnaise or salad dressing 
1 medium stalk of celery, chopped (about ‘2 cup) 
1 small onion, chopped (about ‘4 cup) 
Ye teaspoon salt 
Ys teaspoon pepper 
4 bagels, split 
Lettuce leaves 
41 medium tomato, sliced 


Mix all ingredients except bagels, lettuce, and 
tomato slices. Place lettuce and tomatoes on bot- 
tom half of bagels. Spoon chicken mixture on 
tomatoes; top with remaining bagel halves.

All it really takes is some imagination to make 
creative lunches, as the possibilities are endless. 
Below is a list of some of the combinations you 
might like to experiment with. 


Main ingredient—cream cheese: combined 
with—marmalade, raisins, and chopped nuts; 
cranberry jelly and lettuce; chopped olive, chop- 
ped nuts, and fresh spinach leaves; grated orange 
rind and chopped pecans. 

Main ingredient—turkey or chicken: combined 
with—cranberry jelly, chopped nuts, and lettuce; 
thin sliced onion and lettuce. 

Main ingredient—ham and turkey: combined 
with—hard-boiled egg, tomato, and cucumber. 

Main ingredient—tuna: combined with—olive, 
thin cucumber slices, pimiento strips, and lettuce; 
chopped nuts and fresh spinach leaves. 

Main ingredient—peanut butter: combined 
with—sliced bananas and chutney; well-drained 
pineapple and sliced banana; grated carrot and 
raisins; sliced peaches; chopped dates and 
orange marmalade.

Jessica Dutton & Her 
School Friends Help 
Fight Against MDA

Agawam Middle School sixth grader Jessica 
Dutton responded to a request from the local 
chapter of the Muscular Dystrophy Association 
(MDA) with a strong willingness to participate in 
kicking off a national campaign to raise funds for 
research on MD and patient services. 

Jessica’s nine year-old brother, Ronald Jr., was 
diagnosed with MD two years ago. He was 
selected as the MDA’s Goodwill Ambassador this 
year. 

Lynn Dutton, Jessica’s mom, told us, ‘Each 
year the MDA selects a poster child and a good- 
will ambassador. Ronnie Jr. helped his sister, 
cousins, and Jessica’s friends in the campaign. 

“Their cousins Aaron, Kevin, and Christopher 
Wyman, and Aimee Loudfoot and Jessica Roy 
(both seventh graders) formed an assembly line 
with Ronnie Jr. and Jessica (to put together 
packets of 16,000 shamrocks, buttons, and 
posters which will be sent to establishments in 
the Western Massachusetts area). They com- 
pleted 350 bags in one day,” she noted. 

Mrs. Dutton said that MD is 70 percent 
genetical and is usually considered a_ birth 
disease. She commented, ‘‘It is a gene the female 
carries and can be handed down from generation 
to generation by the female, but after the male 
has the gene, the male gets MD. The female may 
never get MD as a carrier.” 

A Sickly Baby 

Muscular dystrophy is a degeneration of the 
muscular system. Mrs. Dutton recalled that 
although Ronnie Jr. was not diagnosed until se- 
cond grade, “he was sickly as a baby.” 

She recalled, “He had a lung collapse at two 
years-old and at four years-old. He had some pro- 
blems walking and riding a Big Wheel, and a lot of 
eye infections.” She added, “The day he went to 
first grade, he couldn’t climb the steps to get on 
the bus.” 

That was almost a year before Ronnie Jr. was 
diagnosed. “His teachers said he had an awkward 
gait. Patrick Carley at the START Rehabilitation 
Center in Feeding Hills (adjacent to Fitness First 
Health Club) knew what was wrong with Ronnie 
Jr. just by the way he walked and stood up. He 
spent so much time down flat in bed.” 

Since Ronnie Jr. has been diagnosed with MD, 
he is on a long-term prescription of prednisone to 
slow down the degeneration process. 

Last year a softball tournament was held to 
raise funds for Ronnie Jr. at Borgatti Park in 
Agawam. This year there was a dinner held at the 
Polish American Club in Feeding Hills. 

Mrs. Dutton added, ‘‘All the money made from 
the MDA shamrock campaign packets in Western 
Massachusetts will stay in our area. Baystate 
Medical Center has an MD clinic in Springfield at 
the High Street division of the hospital.”’

The celebration of National School Counseling

During this commemorative week, school 
counselors will emphasize how they assist 
students to explore the innumerable resources 
available, expand their horizons of knowledge, 
and learn to apply this to emerge in the 21st cen- 
tury as holistic and healthy young adults. 

Cavallo was excited about developing a pro- 
gram to administer the Harrington-O’Shea In- 
terest Inventory to every student in grades eight 
through 11. 

He said, ‘This will develop a profile for every 
student to give us their strengths and weaknesses 
and help discover what kind of occupation is good 
for them.” 

Cavallo added, “‘It will help us in establishing a 
program and cuts down the amount of time 
researching and setting up. Ninth and 10th grade 
teachers are going to do career units to tie into 
this, so we are coordinating this inventory with 
the English Department.” 

Another New Program - The Scholarship Fair 

The Scholarship Fair is another new program 
being designed by the Guidance Department at 
AHS this year. A local representative will 
distribute scholarship info to students on Tues- 
day, March 9th. 

Cavallo also wanted parents to know 
counselors can be reached at 789-1400, extension 
418 for any questions.

Cavallo said, ‘‘Our policy is open door. We seek 
out kids for teacher and parents’ referrals, warn- 
ings, and report cards; but, any student can come 
in to see us by using a simple appointment slip.” 

Mrs. Cohen added, “Counseling is customer 
service—everything and anything.” 

He and Mrs. Cohen act as advisors for the Stu- 
dent Support Group run for the past several years 
at AHS. Mrs. Cohen said, “The group has a dif- 
ferent focus how. It is not just about alcohol and 
drugs. Our practice—and we hope it transfers to 
parents at home—is to make things mentionable. 
Because when they are mentionable, they are 
manageable.” 

Cohen (Alan) added, ‘We talk about separation, 
loss, and self-esteem.” 

Mrs. Ghould and Mrs. Williams are also ad- 
visors for the Student Assistance Program at AHS 
which is available to students who may need out- 
side counseling or rehabilitation. Mrs. Ghould 
noted, ‘We identify students experiencing any 
problems (peer relations, at home, and changing 
behavior) to get help with intervention.”

She added, ‘‘We started a breakfast at the 
school on Thursday mornings that has been very 
successful for all the kids.” 

Mrs. Williams also advises the Peer Leadership 
group which offers student support and role 
modeling to avoid the use of alcohol and other 
drugs. 

The Peer Education students not only work with 
their fellow students at AHS, but they travel to the 
Junior High and Middle School to act as role 
models to younger students. 

Instituting Prep Course For SAT’s 

This year Cohen also taught a fall SAT prep 
course with Joanne Brown (English teacher), and 
the Guidance Department plans to offer another 
course in March before the May SAT’s are given. 

Cavallo said, “We hope to make the SAT prep 
course part of the curriculum to offer to juniors in 
the ‘93-'94 school year.” 

In April of each year, the counselors also offera 
“College Night” for parents of sophomores and 
juniors to explain facets of the curriculum anu 
what students will need to go on to college. 

Cavallo noted, ‘We want to get a newsletter 
out every three months to parents as well. Also, 
we are hoping to get standardized achievement 
tests at grade four to help gather the information 
on a student’s abilities in math, social studies, 
science, and reading.” Presently, these tests are 
only given in grades six and 11, with the DAT in 
grade eight. 

At the Middle School, fifth grade guidance 
counselor Thomas Dacey writes a monthly notice 
for The Agawam Advertiser News, and Alan Cohen is 
available for sixth graders on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. Frank Meagher (eighth grade) and 
Jane Lucardi (seventh grade) are at the Junior 
High School. 

Dacey said, ‘I am very proud that we have very 
few repeaters at the Middle School. We do a lot of 
individual counseling for academic difficulties 
and offer study skills.” 

Cohen said, “It is really the kids’ first ex- 
pagnge with counselors, so we like to make it ex- 
citing.” 

Dacey noted, “We would like to have two full- 
time counselors at the Middle School.”

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Ryder Meets With PTO Council

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder met 
with the PTO President’s Council last week to 
keep them informed on the progress of discus- 
sions from their last meeting. : 

Ryder told the council that Associate 
Superintendent Donald Charest had been ap- 
pointed to research school space needs and was 
expected to offer his first report during the School 
Committee meeting for January 26th (presstime). 

Ryder said, “This committee will identify which 
resolution is the best for the schoo! system for 
classroom space and library space.” 

At the elementary level, Ryder said the commit- 
tee will either recommend adding to the schools 
or creating a new elementary school as possible 


| solutions to overcrowding. He added that they will 


also “determine need for space at Agawam Mid- 
dle, Junior High, and Agawam High School as 
well.” 


Ryder noted, ‘‘At the High School, they will con- 
sider adding on to continue housing a grade nine 
through 12 facility, or recommend making it a 
grade 10 through 12 school (again).”” 

Ryder also told the council that the 
kindergarten through grade 12 (K-12) Curriculum 
Review Committee will ‘meet to determine 
leadership of this group.” 


He added, “‘The leader will oversee the subcom- 
mittees and could possibly be a retired person 
paid on a consulting basis, through social securi- 
ty, or contracted in the educators’ negotiations.” 

Ryder said that the K-12 subcommittee will

With 2:01 to play in the first half, Chicopee 
Pacer guard Mary Klubo sailed down the lane and 
got to the basket just in time to catch a short re- 
bound. In the same motion, number 44 rose up 
and banked a shot off the glass and it swished 
quickly through the basket to slice the Agawam 
lead to 30-24.

phasis on the power of the car, and the Caddy ap- 
peared poised to take the competition with its 
muscle.
